Mr. Asquith thought it. most reason- 
able that the British taxpayer should 
forgive those debts due to him and quite 
as reasonable that he should pay every 
debt he owed others. That, continued 
the Prime Minister, was a most un- 
fortunate speech, which would give sat- 
isfaction to people who pressed Britain 
for payment of her debt.

~—Every factor that political experts base 
their opinions on indicates tonight that 
Senator James A. Reed has been renomi- 
nated by the Democrats of Missouri to 
be their standard bearer in November 
to succeed himself. 

With 222 precincts missing out of the 
3,848 in the State, Senator Reed was 
leading Breckinridge Long of St. Louis, 
former Third Assistant Secretary . of 
State in the Wilson Administration, by 
6,579 votes. 

The vote tn 3,626 precincts stood: Reed, 
189,321; Long, 182,442. 

To overcome this plurality 
maining 222 


in the re- 
precincts it will be neces- 
sary for Mr. Long to lead Senator Reed 
by almost 31 votes in each precinct. In 
the last 100 precincts reported from the 
less densely populated parts of the State 
the total number of voters to the pre- 
cinct has not equalled 31. 

Sixty of the 222 missing precincts are 
located in St. Louis County, outside of 
St. Louis City. In the sixteen’ precincts 
already have reported from St. 
Louis County, Long had an avérage lead 
over Reed of only thgee'to the precinct. 
In the remaining precincts reports show 
that the Democratic vote was light, and 
Long’s only hope to muster encugh 
votes to wipe out the Senators lead 
would be in a heavy vote from the re- 
maining country districts. 


Long Still Confident. 


Despite Reed's lead, Mr. Long’teld The 
Associated Press tonight that he. still 
was confident of victory and believed 
the official count, which begins toror- 
row, will be favorable to him, 

Attention was directed to the fact that 
several thousand National Guardsmen 
are on strike duty away from home and 
that this probably would be a factor in 
increasing the absentee vote. 

R. R.. Brewster of Kansas City, sup- 
ported by the regular Republican organ- 
ization, has won the Republican nomina- 
tion for the United States Senate. With 
more than three-fourths of the State in, 
including the complete vote from the 
City of St. Louis, where William Sacks 
polled an enormous vote, Mr. Brewster is 
leading by more than 10,000 votes. The 
vote in 2,826 precincts gives Brewster 
74,695 and Sacks 64,104. 

Mr. Sacks ran on a light wines and 
beer platform. Three progressive candi- 
dates polled more than 81,000 votes,*but 
it was split among them as follows:

TAR ONRAILS CAUSES 
0 GRASHES; 20 HURT 


Series of Trolley Collisions Tias 
Up Traffic Three Hours on 
Queensboro Bridge. 





CARS SLIDE DOWN GRADE 





Two Come Together While Pas- 
sengers Are Escaping From 
the Other Three. 





A gallon of hot tar spilled on the 
westbound tracks of the New York 
and Queens County Street Car Com- 
pany in the middle of the Queensbor- 
ough Bridge, caused the collision of five 
cars, slight injuries to twenty-five per- 
sons and a tie-up in the bridge trolley 
service that lasted from 4:30 until 7:30 
yesterday evening. The lines involved 
were the Riker Avenue, Wlimhurst, 
Woodside, Jackson Avenue, Corona and 
Flushing. » 

Investigations were started by the 
Department of Riant and» Structures 
and by the receivers of the line, Rob- 
ert C. Lee and S. W. Huff, to learn the 
cause of the accident. It was learned 
that workmen who are making repairs 
on the bridge, had pushed a boiler of 
tar across the-tracks on the driveway 
leading to the Blackwell's Island ele- 
vators. As the boiler hit the tracks a 
small quantity of the tar was spilled. 
It spread into_a circle of about ten feet 
and covered beth rails for a distance 
of about six feet. - 

A Riker Avenue line car in charge. of 
Motorman John Wehner came. along 
and as it reached: the down. grade 
toward Manhattan, Wehner applied his 
brakes. The wheels, slippery with tar, 
slid around 4s fast as ever. Wehner 
turned on the sand and still the car 
gained momentum as the-grade became 
steeper. He then reversed his switch 
and threw on the power. The wheels 
spun backward, but- the car still slid 
along. About 200 yards from the Ma&n- 
hattan end of the bridge he managed 
to bring his car to a stop. 

A minute later another trolley in 
charge of Motorman Harry Vance, 
which had experienced the same trouble, 
crashed into the rear of Wehner’s car. 
There were about fifty people in the two 
cars and twenty-five of them were cut 
by flying bits of broken glass and badly 
shaken by the collision. With the ex- 
ception of two, however, all were able 
to go to their homes after being treated 
by ambulance surgeons from Reception 
and Flower Hospitals. 

Motorman Wehner was taken to Met- 
ropolitan Hospital suffering from a pos- 
sible fracture of the shoulder and pos- 
sible internal injuries. Mrs. Della 
Leaver of 23 Chesinut Street, Flushing, 

also was taken to the hospital with an 
injured left arm. 

Before the passengers were able to Pst 
out of the two oars, a third trolley slid 
into the other two, badly smashing the 
rear end of the second car. By this time 
the rails were as thoroughly tarred as 
if they_had been plastered with a brush. 
No one was injured, in this collision, 

In the meantime 100 yards further up 
the bridge, two more cars were in dif- 
ficulties. The first had been stopped 
when the motorman saw the tie-up 
ahead of him. The second, which had 
been following, slid a distance of fifty 
teet until it crashed into the car ahead. 

While motormen and conductors were 
busy guiding frightened passengers to 
the roadway across the lattice-work 
track bed, Captain Cochran of the 
Bridge Precinct, called out reserves and 
stopped all street cars from entering the 
bridge on the Long Island side. 

About 6 o’clock Commissioner Grover 
Whalen and City Engineer Calvin 
Crocker arrived and began their invés- 
tigation. When Commissioner Whalen 
saw the tar on the tracks he ordered 
a check up of the men who had been 
working on the bridge. 

Emergency crews. were sent to the 
scene to clean off the tar and sand the 
rails. While the street car lines were 
stopped the Second Avenue elevated 
lines, running to Corona and Astoria, 
carried the bulk of the traffic. 

Investigation also is being made by 
the Transit Commission into the col- 
lisions. Inspectors are tracing reports 
that shortly before the cars startedi skid- 
ding into each other a truck stopped at 
the loading platform at the tower con- 
taining the elevators to Welfare Island 
under the bridge and startea unloading

JERSEY BOARD ORGANIZES

In a telegram to President Harding 
last night Judge AltonURjwParker, Pres- 
ident of the Natiénal Civic Federation, 
besought.the Government to take steps 
to end the anthracite coal strike be- 
cause the Conciliation Committee of the 
Federation ‘‘does not. believe that the 
differences between the anthracite coal 
operators and the United Mine Workers 
present obstacles so insurmountable as 
jto justify a continuance of the shut- 


at this crucial time.’’ 


‘While we realizé that you are work- 
ing assiduously on the innumerable and 
distracting problems connectéd with both 
the railroad and the miners’ strike,’’ 
said the message, ‘‘ we desire to urge 
especial consideration of the anthracite 
situation because, comparatively speak- 
ing, it offers few serious problems to 
solve. No question of collective bar- 
gaining is involved because both sides 
are organized and have been dealing col- 
lectively for twenty years. ‘There is no 
question of unionism or non-unionisnt in- 
volved because practically every miner 
belongs to the union. 


Says Work Awaits All. 


*‘ There is no question of seniority be- 
cause every man is wanted back in his 
job. There is no question of State or 
interstate agreements -because anthra- 
cite mining is all in one State. There is 
no question of too many men or too 
many mines, for all the anthracite 
mines will be worked and all the men 
will have all the work they can do 
afier a settlement is brought about. No 
question of troops is involved, because 
the anthracite miners all belonging to 
the union, the operators. are not at- 
tempting té operate their mines—the 
only situation which calls for troops. 

‘* If the operators desired to train new 
miners, it would take them two years to 
accomplish it, even if there were no 
obstacles, because the Pennsylvania law 
provides that no man can mine anthra- 
cite coal unless he has had two years’ 
experiencé and can show a certificate 
issued by the Miners’ Certificate Board, 
which board is appointed by the County 
Judge from a list supplied by the 
miners’ unfon.’’

In neither his Jewell letter nor the 
one communicating hia settlement basis 
to the railroad executives did the Presi- 
dent state that his third proposition, 
which dealt with seniority rights, had 
been changed. It is around this condi- 
tion that a lively controversy has arisen 
among those who advised or partici- 
pated in the negotiations preliminary to 
the submisston of the dent's plan 
to the executives’ and strikers’ ¢con- 
ferences. 

According to information from répre- 
sentatives of both the carriers and the 
strikers, they expected that the Presi- 
dent's formal seniority proposal would 
call for a compromise, that the “ loyal "’ 
shopmen would frank the strikers in 
seniority, and that-the returning strik- 
érs would rate above the new men em- 
ployed in the shops during the strike. 
The compromise, it was said, lay in 
the strikers for their part agreeing to 
a reward for the mén who remained at 
work, while the executives should yield 
their insistence that the returning strik- 
ers should rank below the new men. 

These features were embodied in pub- 
lished reports from Washington during 
last week's negotiations, coupled with 
declarations from sources informed as 
to the developments of the President's 
conferences to the effect that advices 
had been received that the executives 
would accept the proposal under pro- 
test. 

When the President’s written proposal 
Waa laid before the executives’ meeting 
last Tuesday the effect was described 
in reports from New York as a bomb- 
shell. The executives in no uncertain 
terms rejected the seniority clause, and 
ft is a matter of conjecture whether the 
President was more surprised by this 
rejection than the. executives were. sur- 
prised over the text of his proposal. 

At all events, as late as esday, the 
President appeared to be serenely confi- 
dent that a settlement was a matter of 
only a few hours.

When the text of the President's prop- 
osition was read in labor quarters, sur 
prise was expressed here, too.

Strikers See Car Shortage. 


In support of their declarations that 
the car surplus of the nation was dis- 


its place, the Central Strike Committee 
last night made public comment by thé 
Labor Bureau, Inc., on figures of the 
American Railway Association.

“On July 1 bad order cars numbered 
$24,583, or 14.3 per cent. of the -total 
cars on the lines, while on July 15 they 
numbered 342,079, or 15.1 of the total. 
This was 194,000 cars in excess of the 
normal number in bad order.

ings increase, the more quickly will the 
practical effect of this deterioration of 
rolling stock be felt by shippers... At. thé

At the end of two weeks this 
surplus had fallen, on account of in- 
creased traffic, to about 50,000, while a 
shortage had begun to appear in many 
lovalities. The week ended July 22, ac- 
cording to the figues of the Association, 
showed the largest car loadings for the 
season in the histo of American rail- 
ronds—with the single exception of coal. 
This means that the car surplus is rap- 
idly disappearing and a shortage is tak- 
ing its place which will be continuously 
more aggravated by the rapid increase 
in unserviceable cars.

BERLIN, Aug. 8.—One of the most 
pathetic figures of the war and after, 
as can be seen now that: the veil which 
shrouded Russia has been almost en- 
tirely lifted, was Tsar Nicholas, the last 
ruler of all the Russias. A diary and 
series of letters, just published here, 
emphasize the utter tragedy of the last 
few years of his life. They are letters 
and prison diary (carried down to with- 
in a few hours of the massacre of the 
Imperial family) of the murdered Em- 
press, and they shed a strong light on 
her character, showing her as endeavor- 
ing to play a leading réle in home and 
foreign affairs, fighting a desperate bat- 
tle for reaction and striving with might 
to make her husband stand firm against 
the very least advance of democracy. 

The weak Emperor and the energetic, 
proud, strong-willed and ambitious Tsar- 
itza make a strange and fascinatiag 
contrast. She had no lack of faith in 
herself as the letters repeatedly show. 
In one letter she says: 

“You know that I have strong will. 
God wills it that your pour wife should 
help you; that is what Gregory [Raspu- 
tin] and M. Philippe [French spiritual- 
istic charlatan] always insist on. You 
see everybody fears me. Oh, my dear, 
when will you bang your fist on the 
table and force them all to ‘tremble be- 
fore you.. To love you is not enough; 
they must fear you.” 

For army headquarters and especially 
for Grand Duke Nicholas the Empress 
had a fierce hatred. ‘‘ The devil take 
headquarters,”’ she writes to the Czar on

Her letters are full of much wild ad- 
vice against the Court Camarilla—(high 
officers who would interfere in politics) 
—progressives who believed that some 
measure of Democratic freedom was es- 
sential to the salvation of Russia. 

‘I fight for my baby's future,’’ 
her constantly repeated remark 
garding her son. 

Then came the murder of Rasputin, 
a deed which was the herald of the 
revolution. 

‘Our friend is dead,’’ she writes, The 
monk is referred to throughout the let- 
ters as ‘‘ our friend.’’ The Empress 
calls him ‘‘man of God” and at- 
tributes her strength of will to his 
blessing. 

‘*“Why do you allow yourself to be 
led by others?’’ she writes, ‘‘ when you 
could be led by our friend whom God 
leads.’’ 

A remark in another letter is: 

“Yesterday we dined with Anita (a 
disciple of Rasputin) and our friend; it 
so beautiful. Oh, 
believe more in our friend.

Of Rasputin’s death little is said: 

‘“*T trust God’s grace allowed .him to 
escape,’’ she says. ‘‘ I cannot and will 
not believe he has been killed.

According to Word Leigh, civil mining 
engineer, and John S. Burroughs, Equit- 
able Trust representatives, both New 
Yorkers, who have arrived in Riga from 
Shanghai, the plight of the mutineers is 
desperate. Theey are without food or 
houses and are trading their clothing 
for food. One colony is at deserted coal

DISORDER IN ITALY 
AS STRIKE ENDS 


Sporadic Killings and Clashes 
Are Repulsed at Many 
Points. 


FASCISTI RAIDING HALLS

Novi Chamber of Labor Is Fired— 
Contents of the One In Flor- 
ence Destroyed. 


ROME, Aug. 3 (Associated Press), — 
Sporadic disorders between Fascist! and 
Communists, some of them fairly seri- 
ous in character, were reported today 
from various parts of Italy. 

Communist railway men at Tivol, 
about thirty miles from Rome, fired 
upon a group of carabinieri, who re- 
sponded in kind, killing one of their as- 
sailants and wounding séveral others. 


Seventeen of the Communists were ar- 
rested, and the others fled. 

Fascisti occupied the Chamber of La- 
bor Building in Florénce, demolished its 
contents, removed a number of impor- 
tant documents and burned a pile of 
propaganda pamphlets. They also in- 
vaded the printing office of the Socialist 
newspaper there, seized documents’ and 
destroyed all the type, but did not touch 
the machines, 

At Vi¢enhza the Fascisti also occupied 
the Chamber of Labor Building and 
hoisted the national flag over it. Fas- 
cisti forced their way into the Munte- 
ipal Building in Leghorn and hoisted 
the national flag. The munieipality 
hitherto has been administered by the 
Socialists. 

Sigfior Capodonato, son of Genera 
Capodonato, who distinguished himse 
during the war, was shot and killed by 
an unknown assassin. 

Conflicts are reported in Tuscany be- 
tween Carabinéers and railway men. 
Two of the latter were killed. Grave 
disorders are reported to have taken 
place at Ancona, but it is impossible 
to confirm the reports becausé all com- 
munications are interrupted. 

A Socialist leader was shot dead at 
Manerbio, near Cremona, today, in a 
fight between Fascisti and Socialists. A 
Fascista leader was wounded in the 
same combat and is dying. Communists 
opened fire on squadron of Fascisti at 
Oderzo. The latter invaded and de- 
stroyed a Communist club as a réprisal. 

Several persons were wounded in a 
fight between Fascisti and -striking rail- 
way men at Novi, near Genoa, yester- 
day. The provocation is alleged to have 
been givén by the railway men, who 
were clubbed by the Fascisti, the fight 
eventually being waged with revolvers. 
The Fascisti set fire to the Chamber of 
Labor, after which they besieged the 
town to prevent subversive elements 
from entering. : 

Fifty bombs and 1,000 cartridges were 
found in an orchard at Milan. The 
owner of the orchard, a notorious an- 
archist, was arrested. i. 

The Ministry of the Interior announced 
this afternoon that the general strike, 
which was proclaimed throughout Italy 
three days ago in protest against the 
reprisals of the Fascisti against the 
Communists, was declared ended at 
noon today. 

Premier Facta has issued an appeal 
to the nation for the maintenance of 
order, calling upon the citizéns of all 
parties to obey the law and to sacrifice 
their private interests to the common 
good. 

The Volta Agency says that the vet- 
eran Socialist leader, Filippo Turati, 
is so disgusted with events that he has 
decided to abancon politics. 

Though work was resumed every- 
where tonight, the authorities continue 
to keep a close vigil for disorder. Fas- 
cisti and Nationalists are still in fuil 
efficiency. 

A Fascisti was killed at Bologna. Two 
Fascisti and one carabinéer were killed 
near Genea: As an act of reprisal the 
Fascisti, s&t fire to the labor headquar- 
ters. They partly destroyed the Social- 
ist Railroad Men's Club. At Leghorn 
Professor Mondolfi, the Socialist Mayor, 
was forced by the Fascisti to resign. 

As an act of retaliation after an at- 
taék of 300 Communists, Fascisti at 
Vigevano sacked the Labor Temple. 
Four houses of communist leaders and 
the Socialist printing office were sacked 
at Pisa. 

The Fascisti published a proclamation 
tonight, saying: ‘‘ The strike was not a 
failure but a catastrophe of gigantic 
proportions. 'The Government is éter- 
nally unprepared, vacillating and devoid 
of will power.’’

LONDON, Aug. 4.~The Morning Post 
says it has trustworthy information that 
@ third masterpiece from the Duke of 
Westminster’s collection has joined 
Gainsborough’s ‘‘ Boy Blue”’ and Reyn- 
olds’s ‘‘ Tragic Muse’’ in H. E. Hunt- 
ington’s collection. . 


This is Gainsborough’s ‘' Cottage 
Door,’’ which, says The Mornirig Post, 
is probably to identified with a 
‘landscape ’’ exhibited at the Royal 
Academy of 1780 and depicts a young 
woman with a baby in her arms and 
five other children grouped before a 
cottage. 

The picture was bought in 1827 by the 
Earl of Grosvenor (afterward the Duke 
of Westminster) at Lord de Tabley’s 
sale for 500 guineas. It has been lent 
several times for exhibition in London, 
the last occasion being the Guildhall 
exhibition of 1902.

‘SUBLIME PORTE PROTESTS. 


Makes Formal Remonstrance Against 
Autonomy for Smyrna. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 3 (Associ- 


ated Press).—The Sublime Porte has 
presentéd to the allied representatives 
here a formal protest against the Gréek 
proclamation of autonomy for Ionia. 
The movement of Greek troops from 
Asia Minor to Rodosto in Thrace con- 
tinues. The remainder of these forcés, 
it is stated in well informed allied quar- 
ters, will bring the Greek strength in 
Thrace to more than 60,000 men, while 
the allied army on the defense lines 
northwest of this city has only about 


10,000. 

No. doubt, however, is expresséd Here 
of Greece’s intention to abide by her 
assurance that.Constantinople will not 
be attacked without the consent of the 
allied powers. Local ‘opinion inclines 
to the view that the Greek concentra- 
tion is merely an effort to assist the 
powers in forcing the Turkish Nation- 
alist Government at Angora to agree to 
peace terms. 

There are reports that as soon as the 
troop concentration is completed new 
peace talk will begin under the pat- 
ronagé of the powérs. 
and the Nationalists will again be asked 
to state their minimum terms, it is dé- 
elared, and if the Kemalists décline to 
listen to reason the Allies will threaten 
to withdraw their troops, leaving Con- 
stantinople open to the Greek advance. 
Possession of the city, it is pointed 
out, would give the Greeks dominance 
over the whole military situation in 
Asia Minor.

Similarity of Names Led Ellis Island 
Officials to Put Wrong Man 
on Ship. 


A similarity of names was responsible 
yesterday for a legal mix-up whereby 
& young Italian who is said to have 
been known in this country and Italy 
as a Count and an army officer nar- 
rowly escaped being confronted by an 
alleged wife in the District Attorney’s 
office in Queens County and being held 
on. @ charge of abandoning his child, 

The alleged real culprit is Dominick 
Simeone, 36 years old, who gave his 
residence as 122 Baxter Street, Man- 
wattan. Several weeks ago the Federal 
authorities became interested in Simeone 
and believing that he was likely to be- 
come a public charge held him for ex- 
amination to determine whether he 
should be deported. Assistant District 
Attorney Leonardo, of Queens, and De- 
tective John Hurto, of the Hunters Point 
police station, upon hearing that 
Simeone had abandoned a child, visited 
Ellis Island with a warrant. 


The two men found a Dominick Simini, 


who was being held for deportation. He 
did not fit the description in the war- 
rant, and upon inquiry they found that 
Stmeone had been taken from the Island 
earlier in the day and put abdard a 
steamer about to sail, the immigration 
authorities believing that Simeone was 
Simini. Simeone was taken off the boat 
and hurried over to the District Attor- 
ney’s office in Queens. Waiting there 
was & woman, who said she was Maria 
Pinto Simeone, and that she lived at 68 
Willow Street, Long Island City. She 
said she met Simeone in Italy early in 
1920 and that the two came to this coun- 
try and were married in Waterbury, 
Conn. She said her husband left her 
last Marck and that he was ordered to 
pay her $8 a week by Magistrate Con- 
way in Long Island City. 

The District Attorney’s office in the 
meantime had investigated Simeone’s 
record in Italy, and is said to have 
received records showing that Simeone 
was married there and to be the father 
of two children. The District Attorney 
said also that Simeone had courted Car- 
mela La Gioia and last March took her 
to Newark and obtained a paper which 
he said was a marriage certificate. The 
two are said to have lived at 122 Baxter 
Street as man and wife. It is said that 
the Gioia woman once owned a tene- 
ment and store at 122 Baxter Street and 
that Simeone left her after borrowing

DISGUISED DETECTIVES 
BUY DRUGS; 5 ARRESTS 


Trackman’s Apprehension Con- 
sidered Important—$7,000 
in Narcotics Seized. 


Arrested as he sat in an’ automobile 
in which the police say a large quantity 
of heroin was cached, Michael Polichatl, 
27, of 13 Macdougal Street, a boss truck- 
man, was locked up at Police Headquar- 
ters last night charged with violating 
the Harrison Drug act. Two men ac- 
companying Polichati, George Brown, 38, 
a longshoreman, of 173 Sullivan Street, 
and Michael Valmote, 22, a laborer, of 
108 Thompson Street, were held at the 
same time on similar charges. 

The three arrests concluded a day’s 
work on the part of Detectives James 
Moog, Thomas Hebron and Bronson Mc- 
Carven, in which.five men were arrested 
and drugs valued at thousands of dol- 
lers were seized. 

“According to the police, the detectives, 
garbed in rumpled clothing, unshaven 
and made up to resemble drug addicts, 
approached the three men seated in the 
automobile. Without any difficulty, the 
officers allege, they bought three ounces 
of heroin from the trio, who were im- 
mediately arrested. 

The men were reluctant to leave their 
auto. The detectives therefore searched 
it. Under the seats, they allege, they 
found sixty packages of the narcotic 
they had just purchased. 

The detectives had previously arrest- 
ed Ario Lipirria, 17, a laborer, of 54 
Chrystie Street, and Louis de Cicio, 26, 
a chauffeur, of 25 Forsyth Street, in 
front of the latter address, after the 
detectives allege they purchased heroin 
from the two men. On searching De 
Cicio’s rooms, the police allege, seventy- 
five bottles and four packages of heroin 
were found, valued at about $7,000

Organization of Clergymen Is

The Society for the Refusal of Hon- 
erary Degrees is an organization which 
is soliciting new members among clergy- 
men.

TWO MOVES FAIL TO END 
CHICAGO LINES TIEUP 


Vehicles of All Descriptions 
Carry Travelers and Buses May 
Become Permanent. 


Special to The New York Times. ™ 
CHICAGO, Aug. 3. — Two officiai 
moves for settlement of the traction 
strike were made today, but without 
result. Negotiations between the strik- 
ing Jinions and the executives of the 


lines will be resumed tomorrow. 

The Illinois State Industrial Commis- 
sion has offered its services to arbitrate 
or attempt conciliation. This was re- 
jected by the unions and ignored by 
the executives. 

The board of operation of the car 
lines told the Council Committee that 
the companies will not compromise and 
the strike will not end until the men 
come to their employers’ terms. These 
terms are 65 cents an hour and over- 
time after the ninth hour. The unions 
are standing firmly upon their final 
terms, which include an eight-hour day, 
rules for split runs to be retained, a 
contract on wages to run a year, and a 
maximum of 72 cents an hour, with no 
ticket sales by conductors. The com- 
pany says it cannot make a year’s con- 
tract with the State Utilities Board and 
the City Council constantly endeavoring 
to restore the 5-cent fare. 

Meanwhile, it is itimated that veteran 
strikebreakers are being assembled in 
large numbers, chiefly from New York | 
and other Eastern cities, and a large 
consignment from Cleveland. 

Traffic conditions were greatly im- 
proved today. Hundreds of thousands 
of automobiles, buses, and other con- 
veyances moved without a serious hitch. 
Truck and automobile lines have been 
established and the population is get- 
ting around as usual without much de- 
lay. , The City Administration is leasing 
a number of sight-seeing buses and op- 
erating them for a 5-cent fare. If the 
experiment continues to gain public ap- 
proval, the bus lines in all directions 
may be made a permanent institution. 
The Mayor has asked the Council for 
an appropriation of $30,000,000 to estab- 
lish these bus lines. 


CELEBRATEU.S.RECOGNITION 


Representatives of Baltic States 
Speak at Society’s Dinner. 


A dinner was held yesterday evening 
by the Baltic-American Society at the 
Metropolitan Club, Sixtieth Street and 
Fifth Avenue, in celebration of the rec- 
ognition accorded by the United States 
to the three Baltic republics, Lithuania, 
Latvia and Esthonia. 

Robert J. Caldwell, President of the 
Baltic-American Society, one of the 
speakers, said: ‘‘ Commerce will now 


‘be facilitated between the Baltic States | 
and the United States if Congress does 
not throttle their coming trade by the 
impending tariff. We also are happy 
over the recognition for political reasons, 
for these States occupy an important po- 
sition between Eastern Prussia and Rus- 
sia, and they may be the means of pre- 
venting German influence overrunning 
Russia.” 

Chalres L. -Seya, Representative of 
Latavia, said that he was gratified 
that America recognized all three States 
at the same time and that he felt sure it 
would make them more friendly po- 
litically among themselves.

Mrs. Robert “Castor dodgéd into a bed- 
room. 

Castor tried to dash to freedom 
through the kitchen door and saw De- 
tectives Gable and Bernard Riehl.

POLAR EXPEDITIONS 


Air Scout of the Quest Reports 
| -Conditions Are Bestfor 
an Airplane. 


MIGHT MAKE TRIP IN A WEEK 


Fuel for the Journey Could Be Car- 
ried and No Landings Would 
Be Needed.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—Major R. Carr, air 
scout of the Quest, the ship of the 
Shackleton-Rowett expedition to the 
Antartic, has returned to London report- 
ing onthe possibilities of Polar explora- 
tion by air. ~ 

“I am fully convinced that in future 
Polar exploration will be done by air- 
craft,"’ he said. ‘‘During the Summer 
months very few people realize how mild 
the Arctic and Anartic Summers really 
are. The airship of today is capable of 
doing the trip to the North Pole and 
back from London, a distance approxi- 
mately 4,580 miles, within a week. Fuel 
for the whole distance could be carried 
and no landings need to be made.”’ 

Owing to the late Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton’s change of plans the Quest did not 
call at Cape Town on the voyake out 
for an Avro airplane, which Carr in- 
tended to use. Nevertheless, Carr made 
a number of observations on flying con- 
ditions in the antarctic. The report he 
has made is addressed to J. Quiller 
Rowett, who financed the expedition. 

‘‘ During the seven weeks we were in 
the ice,’’ he says, ‘' the lowest tempera- 
ture recorded was 5 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and the average was approximately 20 
degrees. The wind average was 8 to 10 

alles an hour, and the air and sky were 
wonderfully clear. The records I kept 
showed we had more than three hun- 
dred perfect flying hours. In conditions 
such as.these an airplane could have 
been used without difficulty and valu- 
able work could have been done."’

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Aug. 3 
(Associated Press).—Victory by a de- 
cisive plurality for Mayor J. C. Walton 
of Oklahoma City, Farmer-Labor and

‘“*'We have been trying to induce the 
Legislature in this State to permit the 
iCity of New York to invest $25,000,000 
|in new, commodius buses and necessary 
equipment, but have thus far been un- 
able to do so. Buses constitute the mod- 
ern mode of transportation, and as sure 
as subways will supplant the elevated 
system &s a means of rapid transit in 
the cities, so will the bus 8upplant the 
surface car as a means of surface trans- 
portation., There are numerous reasons 
why buses should be used in place of 
cars on the surface of city streets, and 
you no doubt recognize these reasons as 
well as I do. 

“* We must overcome the obstruction of 
the dying traction interests in order to 
establish a universal bus system for 
surface transportation in all cities and 
as an adjunct to the underground rapid 
transit. I hope that you and I will be 
instrumental in accomplishing this, and 
that your present experience will cause 
you to influenee vour local legislators to 
support enabling legislation.

What the Commission Said. 


The letter from. the Public Service 
Commisdion follows: 

“Gentlemen: I am directed by the 
commission to inform you that the peti-

and along the public streets, avenues 
and highways of the City of. Buffalo 
for a period of three weeks from the 
date of the adoption of this resolution 
or until normal service’ has been resumed 
on the lines of the International Rail- 
way Company in this city, and the ac- 
tion of the Council on July’31, appar- 
ently taken without notice or hearing 
of any kind endorsing the application 
of any individual; corporation or. asso- 
ciation of individuals for a certificate 
of convenience and necessity. 


Consents Not Under the Law.

Harding Nominates Him as Quarter- 
master Gerferal of Army. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Colonel Wil- 
liam H. Hart, now in charge of the 
‘Quartermaster and docking army bases 
at New York, was nominated today by 
President Harding to be Quartermaster 
General of the regular army with the 
rank of Major General, 

He succeeds Major Gen. Harry Ll. 
Rogers, who completed a four-year term 
as Quartermaster General July 22. 

The President at.the same time nomi- 
nated Colonel Benjamin Alvord to be 
Assistant Adjutant General, with the 
rank of Brigadier General. Colonel Al- 
vord was the first Adjutant General of 
the American Expeditionary Forces, and 
organized the utant General’s depart- 
ment for General Pershing in France, 

Discussing the nomination of Colonel 
Hart,.Secretary Weeks said he had been 
selected ‘‘ not only because of the high 
efficiency displayed by him during and 
since the World War, but because of 
the uniform excellency of hig-entire ser- 
vice as an officer in the army and his 
familiarity with the. details and func- 
tions of the Quartermaster Corps.’’

MORE TRANSIT HAPPY THOUGHTS. 

City officials are of the opinion that 
the Board of Estimate will soon ap- 
prove a plan for expending fifty 
millions, more or less, on another 
East River bridge. This raises the 
question-how far the city’s credit will 
stand the burdens to be put upon it 
if ‘‘ untrammeled by up-State legisla- 
tive interference,’’ to use the Mayor's 
words. He has a subway plan.of his 
own, literally with millions in it. Last 
May the Mayor announced his opposi- 
tion to the Transit Commission’s plan 
and outlined his own, the details of 
which he now promises to make public 
soon. It is known that he intends to 
‘* recapture '’ the subways under the 
contract provision, at an expenditure of 
$61,000,000 or $66,000,000. With that 
as a start, it would be necessary to 
make additional expenditures to pro- 
vide buses or new _ surface lines. 
‘* Ultimately ’’ all surface and ele- 
vated lines would be eliminated from 
the Mayor’s system, but never before 
superior accommodations had been 
provided. Nothing remains but for 
the Board of Estimate to vote the 
funds and for the taxpayers to provide 
them. 

One lion in the path is the city’s 
Hability for damages for breach of the 
dual subway contract. The Mayor 
sought to shift responsibility for the 
delay in construction, complaining 
that ‘‘ some of the lines of the present | 
‘* subway have been building nine years 
“and are not finished yet.’’ They| 
never would be finished if his an-} 
nounced policy were to be carried out. 
The Transit Commission sufficiently 
located the real obstruction with the 
Board of Estimate. The Mayor's 
plans are good enough for a political 
campaign, but it would not be pos- 
sible to induce any investor to finance 
them in competition Wtth the ‘sub- 
ways. It will be noticed that the city 
Itself must finance the bus plan.

Secretary Hoover thinks that the/| 
worst of the Russian famine is over, 
but that there is need of continuing 
help from outside for sanitary service— 
this not as a matter of charity, but 
in self-protection. ‘“‘Russia,’’ he says, 
“is a cesspool of infectious disease.’’ 
Dr. MAURICE DE FLEURY wrote lately in 
the Figaro to the same effect, al- 
though he quoted the doctors gathered | 
for the All-Russian Congress of Bac- | 
teriology and Epidemiology as declar-| 
ing that the famine was far worse | 


than official sources admitted and was} 
daily increasing in severity. | 

Whatever may be the facts about | 
the famine, there seems to be general | 
agreement on the subject of disease. | 
The Public Health Section of the 
League of Nations reports that in the 
districts covered by official statistics | 
(which seem not to include the worst | 
famine areas) there were 837,000 cases | 
of typhus reported up to May 20 this | 
year, against only 487,000 for the pre- 
vious year.

GIRL SWIMMERS. 

"In the sea off Coney Island on Tues- 
day the porpoises, if there were any 
about, must have been fascinated by 
the sight of fifty-two mermaids—as 
the imaginative reporter called them— 
splashing their way over a three-and- 
a-half-mile course to win the Day In- 
ternational Cup for the best woman 
swimmer. They were lithe and 
comely girls—Americans with perhaps 
only one exception, Miss HILDA JAMES 
of England, who finished third. Many 
of them were of tender years. The 
winner, GERTRUDE EDERLE, was 15, 
and the last to complete the course, 
which all of them did, had seen only 
ten Summers. It may be claimed that 
nothing like it had been known before 
in natatorial annals; so many young- 
sters of the gentler sex treating 
Father Neptune to a surprise that well 
might have caused him to drop his 
trident to the bottom of the sea. He 
is familiar enough with the unlovely 
male swimmer, individually and col- 
lectively, but here were more than 
fifty females of the species, some of 
them not long out of the nursery, 
swimming with inimitable grace and 
speed, and for a whole hour and more, 
in a choppy sea, their arms flashing 
white ag they sped on to the finish. 

It was a great achievement. It 
would not have been possible a few 
years ago, and the reason is easily 
given. Of the GERTRUDES, HELENS, 
ETHELs and the others who competed 
thirty-nine were entered by that re- 
markable organization, the New York 
Women’s Swimming Association. 
Though only five years old, it has 
taught hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
of girls\to swim all the strokes, breast, 
side, over-arm, trudgen and crawl, 
until the men have to look to their 
laurels. It has also shown the girls how 
to dive with the lightness of a feather 
and the deftness of a falling arrow. 
There is nothing more beautiful in 
human motion than the diving maid 
of the N. Y. W. S. A. It is true that 
women are beginning to swim in com- 
petition in other parts of the United 
States, at Chicago, Duluth, Indian- 
apolis, Cleveland, Milwaukee, San 
Francisco, San Diego, Birmingham, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, to dive 
at these ‘‘ meets ’’ and to “* plunge for 
distance ’’—just like the men; but 
only the New York organization could 
have put so many fair ones into the 
water in an international cup race.

It was CHARLES 
Baddeck Has Dupitzr WARNER, 
Two with his book 
** Baddeck and That 
Great Names. Sort of Thing,’’ who 
first made known to the world what was 
then a village, minute indeed, on the 
north shore of the Bras d’Or Lakes. 
He told a good deal more about other 
things than about Baddeck—probably 
because there was so little to tell about 
the little hamlet—but he gave it a sort 
of fame that carried it along till ALEx- 
ANDER GRAHAM BELL went there to spend 
his Summers in the huge stone castle 
or chateau which he built on a high 
wooded point two or three miles away. 

The so-called lakes are not lakes at 
all, but an arm or extension of the sea, 
which, entering through a narrow pas- 
sage, spreads out and gives to Cape 
Breton—which is not a cape, but an 
island—the shape of a South Pacific 
atoll. The scenery around the lakes is 
sufficiently beautiful to explain its 
charm for the inventor of the telephone, 
or for anybody else who sees it, but 
there is nothing at all exciting about 
it, and most people would be content 
with a brief stay. 

Neither to get there nor to get away 
is exactly easy, for Baddeck is not on 
the way to anywhere else. Two routes 
there are, however, one by a small 
steamer from Halifax and another by 
rail to Hawkesbury. The quiet andthe 
remoteness of the place must have suited 
Dr. Beit exactly, for there he went 
every Summer, or almost every Summer, 
for many, many years, and there he 
died.

Baddeck—the name, like so many 
others in that part of the world, is 
accented on its last syllable—has be- 
come something of a ‘‘ resort’’ of late 
years, and real hotels have replaced the 
few boarding houses of WARNER'S day. 
What the visitors find to do, except the 
things they could do as well in innu- 
merable New England and Province vil- 
lages much less sequestered, it would be 
hard to say—so hard that perhaps it is 
the absence of anything in particular to 
do that attracts them.

Up in Springfield, 
Mass., they have ded- 
icated and opened for 
service this week a 
fine new bridge across 
the Connecticut River. They call it a 
“‘memorial’’ bridge, just why it would 
be difficult to explain on any theory ex- 
cept that the name of anything is what 
people choose to call it. To help out the 
calling they have placed on it four 
handsome bronze tablets bearing well 
chosen words, the first about the Co- 
lonial period, the second about that of 
the Revolution, the third reaching the 
war between the States and the fourth 
devoted to the war with Germdny. 

The building of bridges at this point 
began in 1800. As was the custom of the 
time, the money for the first enterprise 
was raised by a lottery. The structure 
was completed in 1805, but it was so 
weakened by floods that it broke down 
under a heavy load of army supplies 
nine years later. By 1816 another bridge 
had been built by means of another lot- 
tery—of wood, like its predecessor, of 
course—and that one, with occasional 
repairs, stood and served its purpose 
faithfully for a hundred years. 

It is to be noted as significant of the 
changes which time brings that the first 
bridge cost. $36,000, the second, which 
used the old stone piers and abutments, 
cost $22,000, while the one just opened, 
made of reinforced concrete, cost $4,- 
000,000, not counting land taken and 
damages paid to neighboring property. 
The difference is—well, considerable. 

Judging from its picture, the new 
bridge is worth the money. — It is beau- 
tiful as-well as strong, and it ought to 
last forever, humanly speaking.

Exchange With Russia. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is a pity to see how the efforts of the 
relatives of Russians who reside in the 
United States are handicapped. Recently 
the Russian Government has made arrange- 
ments with some bankers in Berlin and 
Esthonia to accept foreign remittances at 
the rate of exchange fixed by the former. 
An American dollar is worth today about 
4,000,000 rubles. Notwithstanding that such 
a price exists for a dollar the Russian Gov- 
ernment pays only around 275,000 rubles per 
dollar. Recently I made two remittances 
one of 100 Swedish kroners ($26) and tay 
friends have received- only 3,500,000 rubles 
and another of $20 through an ‘American 
national bank and 5,500,000 rubles has been 
paid out to the drawee. 

It is very interesting to know who benefits 
by these exorbitant prices, the Russian Gov- 
ernment or their correspondents in Berlin 
and Reval. That the Russian Government 
knows that the American dollar is worth 
more is confirmed by the fact that accord- 
ing to the latest decree ordinary letter 
postage charge is 450,000 rubles and regis- 
tered 900,000 rubles. 

It is also strange why the Post Office in 
New York collects 20 cents dues for a letter 
from Russia without stamps, it 
should be only 10 cents.

CHEMICAL WOOD PULP. 


Effect of the Proposed Duty on 
Newsprint Paper. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The manufacturers of chemical wood 
pulp in the United States have asked for 
a duty of 5 per cent. ad valorem, which 
has been recommended by the Finance 
Committee of the Senate. 

We have been informed that state- 
ments have been made on behalf of 
newspaper publishers that the impo- 
sition of this duty will add from $2.50 
to $5 per ton to the price of newsprint 
paper. An. examination of the follow- 
ing facts “will show that, in fact, the 
duty proposed would not add one cent to 
the price of newsprint paper. 

During the period Jan. 1, 1921, to June 
30, 1922, of eighteen months, 1,878,942 
tons of standard newsprint were pro- 
duced in the United States, and 1,274,- 
431 tons were imported, making a total 
of newsprint’ consumed. during that 
period ‘of 3,153,373 tons. During the 
same period the American manufactur- 
ers of newsprint alone. produced 645,- 
986 ‘tons of unbleached  sulphite pulp, 
the only kind of chemical wood pulp 
which: enters into the manufacture of 
newsprint. As you know, newsprint 
paper contains 20-per cent. by weight 
of sulphite pulp.. The amount of sul- 
phité required, therefore, to manufac- 
ture the above mentioned 1,878,942 tons 
of newsprint -was 375,788 tons. Thus it 
will be seen that the newsprint manu- 
facturers ‘produced a surplus of sulphite 
amounting -te over 270,000. tons, which 
was sold and used for other purposes. 
During the same period the total 
amount of imported sulphite’ pulp used 
in the United States in the manufacture 
of newsprint paper was 36,138 tons, be- 
ing less than 10 per cent. of the whole 
amount of sulphite used in the manufac- 
ture of newsprint. Most of this import- 
ed sulphite came from Canada. For 
the month of May the import value, as 
found by the Customs, of unbleached 
sulphite was $47.66 per ton. A duty 
of 5 per cent. woujd be $2.38 per ton, 
or 48 Gents on the amount of sulphite 
used in one ton of newsprint. On the 
whole amount of 36,138 tons used, there- 
fore, the total duty would be $86,008.44. 
When it is considered that during the 
last eighteen months newsprint sold for 
at least $70 per ton, it will be seen that 
the entire amount paid by publishers for 
the newsprint consumed: was over $220,- 
000,000. To say that a total duty of 
$86,000 would have any effect whatso- 
ever upon the price of a commodity 
sold in such great volume as newsprint 
is, of cotirse, absurd. The figures given 
above have been obtained direct from 
the manufacturers of newsprint and 
from the published reports of the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

During the year 1920 the total produc- 
tion of sulphite (other than news grade) 
and sulphite pulp-in the United States 
was 946,050 tons. The total imports of 
cnemical. wood pulp during that) year 
were 673,185 tons. In 1920 the produc- 
tion aridsconsumption were, of course, 
the highest. ever attained. During the 
first five months of 1922, however, the 
total production of chemical pulp (other 
than news grade and soda) was 336,- 
449 tons.and the imports were 327,254 
tons. This large proportionate increase 
of imports has caused the shutting down 
of many American mills and a large de- 
crease in output of those which have 
been able to run. 

For the month of May last the im- 
port valtiz of unbleached sulphite was 
$2.38 per hundred pounds. I have ob- 
tained from one of the most efficient 
sulphite manufacturers in this country, 
not a .newsprint manufacturer, the 
actual cost of the raw material used 
in the manufacture of unbleached sul- 
phite over the period of Jan. 1 to June 
30, 1922, inclusive, which is $2.6278 per 
hundred pounds. 

Thus, you will see that without tak- 
ing into consideration at all the manu- 
facturing cost or “the overhead, the 
American manufacturers cannot possibly 
compete with the foreign producers. If 
such a condition should continue for a 
protracted period of time the industry 
would be destroyed and the American 
consumers of chemical pulp would be 
entirely at-the mercy of the foreign 
manufacturers. 

If by reason of foreign competition the 
American newsprint manufacturers are 
deprived of a market for their large 
surplus tonnage of sulphite pulp, the 
loss sustained will inevitably be reflected 
in time_in the cost and subsequent price 
of newsprint paper.

He pointed out that an honor system as- 
sumes war between pupil and teacher and 
ils a sort of armistice or agreement by the 
teacher .to refrain from annoying super- 
vision, provided the pupil will refrain on 
his honor from playing pranks or cheating. 

Dr. Goucher asked: why we limited our 
plan merely to refraining from doing some- 
thing wrong. Why not build up a construc- 
tive forward-looking plan of co-operation be- 
tween teacher and pupils, placing the largest 
possible responsibility on the pupils to order 
their comings and goings, their many ac- 
tivities, and in a measure even their-studies? 

The women graduating under him were 
something more than mere individual units. 
They were socialized in the highest sense, 
and fitted for life in a democracy.

The Mayor and the Buses. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

For ten years I have advocated buses to 
replace fixed rail surface cars. They are 
cheaper, safer, quicker and can adapt them- 
selves to changing traffic conditions dur- 
ing weekdays and holidays or permanently. 

We are in favor of municipal ownership 
but not of municipal operation. If the city 
ean buy arid own buses and lease them, 
we see no objection. If the city can’t 
lease them, then we are opposed to the 
city buying, owning and operating buses. 

The city does not own a single bus that 
is now in operation. They are privately 
owned and operated without profit to the 
city nnd supervised by the Plant and Struc- 
tures Department at an annual cost of un- 
der $200,000, which is a picayune item, as 
they supply a long felt want as shown by 
the way they are packed daily with pas- 
sengers. 

I suppose Judge Cropsey was right in 
saying that the-Mayor was defying the law 
in permitting buses to run without a 
franchise. But what is the Mayor to do? 
If the city can legally grant a franchise 
to the present buses,’ then it should be done. 
Hf it> can't, I don’t think the veople will 
blame the Mayor under these circumstances.

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. THE COST OF RADIUM, 


Death Rate From Cancer. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your tssue of July 27 you print an 
interesting letter from a Mr. Arthur 
Reedy on the lowered cost of radia 
and the consequences resulting there- 
from. A few slight errors have crept 
into this letter, due presumably to the 
fact that the writer is not a physiciun. 

In the first place, the fact that the 
price has fallen (and it has fallen much 
lower than $190 a milligram, for on my 
desk lie three letters offering this Walu- 
able substance at prices ranging from 
$82.50 to $95 a milligram) does nut 
piace radium within general reach.. For 
properly to treat any form of cancer ré- 
quires ‘in genaral from 50 to 100 milli- 
grams, and. most. forms of the disease 
need much larger quantities if they are 
te be benefited to the slightest degree. 
Most physicians will prefer, therefore, 
instead of sinking $5,000 to $10,000 in 
this expensive material, with which only 
a few patients can be treated, to obtain 
rather one of the new. high-powered 
X-ray machines, which deliver as much 
radiation per minute as that derived 
from a million dollars’ worth of radiim 
at present prices, and thus enables: him 
to treat many patients at a low cost: «A 
knowledge of this fact is behind C) 
present break-down in the -radi 
market. 

Nor is it, in fact, desirable that every 
physician shonid possess a stock of 
rediim or even an X-ray machine; 
use of either requires a knowledge of | 
technical matters and an experience 
which the average physician does not 
possess, and much harm is being done 
to patients by the ill-advised and indis/ . 
criminate use cf powerful radiation in 
the hands of the inexpert. So wide- | 
spread has this abuse become that the 
Board of Health has required those | 
using X-ray machines to be licensed, ‘but 
such license is granted only after an in< 
vestigation has zhown professional come 
petence.’ No doubt the licensing of those 
using radium will follow. Therefore, in 
the future the treatment of cancer by 
radiation will, or should, be confined to 
well-equipped special institutes attached 
to our large nospitals where experts can 
ecntrol the use of two most powerful 
and dangerous remedies. : ' 

Nor, unfortunately, will the reduction 
in the price of radium tend to reduce 
the death rate from cancer. This state- | 
ment assumes that radium will cure | 
cancer. Those who have used it most 
prefer not to say that cancer can be ° 
cured by radiation, but, instead, speak 
of its arrest or amelioration: witness the 
recent public statement of the Trustees 
of the Memorial Hospital and the pub 
lished reports from the London Raditims 
Institute. The physicians in. charge’ of 
these two admirable institutions contred 
some eight grams of radium between 
them and have had a very large and 
varied’ experience, so that their opinion 
must carry great weight. On the con- 
trary, despite the lowered price of 
radium, the cancer death rateias re- 
ported by the Census Bureau fa going 
to increase steadily. The reason is sim- 
ple; thousands of people die today of 
ur.recognized cancer. As the public 
knowledge of the nature and symptoris 
of the disease increases, more ‘of these 
eases will be recognized, so that the re- 
ported rate will rise. This, as has been 
pointed out by the Society for the Con- 
trol of Cancer, gives no cause for alarm, 
as it is not at all certain that the 
disease itself<s imcreasing or, if so, but 
very slowly. But the first effect of ‘the 
scciety’s “ Cancer Weéks,” the second of 
which is to be held early in November, 
will be to show an apparent increase in 
the amount of recorded cancer; this will 
be. followed, though, only after some 
years have elapsed, by a fall in the 
death rate due to the earlier treatment 
of suitable cases by operation. But this 
benefit will accrue’only if people inform 
themselves of the nature and symptoms 
of cancer and act upon their knowledge 
by consulting a physician at an early 
stage of the disease in order to obtain 
proper treatment. 

Only early cancer can be cured; when 
the disease nas reached an advanced 
stage it can be ameliorated only by the 
application of surgery, radium or X-ray. 
Thus the fall in the cancer death rate, 
pending the discovery by scientific ree 
search of some effective medicinal. 
remedy, will not depend upon the priée 


of radium but upon the intelligen 
the people of this country in intone 
themselves concerning cancer and \also 
upon their acting upon this information,

Scientists See No Value in Dis- 
section and Catholic Church 


Bars Cremation. 


WIDOW TO ORDER BURIAL 


Chemist Became a Convert to. Ca- 
tholicism After Making Will— 
Bequests to Science. 


The body of Dr., Jokichi Takamine, 
Japanese chemist, who died on July 22, 
is either to be dissected for the advance- 
ment of ‘science or to be cremated and | 
the ashes buried partly in this country 
and partly in Japan, according to direc- 
tions in his will, which was filed for 
Probate yesterday in Paterson, N. J. 

Interest in Dr. Takamine’s will cen- 
tres less in his many bequests than in 
the conflict between his directions for 
the disposition of his body and the 
tenets of the Roman Catholic Church, 
to which he became a convert six wecks 
before his death at the age of 68. While 
dissection of the body for scicntific 
purposes does not violate the law of the 
Roman Catholic Church, cremation is 
strictly forbidden except under excep- 
tional circumstances, such as during the 
prevalence of a plague.

A coffin of rugged hard pine, lined 
with airplane linen and having handles 
of hand-forged 4ron, will envelop- the 
body of the kindly old man of genius, 
and in it he will be laid in a tomb 
blasted out of solid Cape Breten- rock. 
By Mrs. Bell’s wish, the coffin was 
made in the inventor's own wofkshop 
and by the.. laborator staff which, 
through many years, built the structures 
which he needed in his research and ex- 
perimental work. e 

A short funeral service *will be con-, 
ducted at Dr. Bell's hoa, with only 
members of the immediate family pres- 
ent. Chopin’s Funeral March will be 
played, after which verges from the 
Ninetieth Psalm will be read by_ the 
officiating tlergyman, the_ Rev. ohn 
Mackinnon. of Greenwood Presbyterian 
Church, Baddeck. Miss Jean Macdon- 
ald of Port Hastnigs, a Nova Scotia 
singer, whose voice Ur. Bell had loved 
to hear in his lifetime, will sing. 

The coffin will be borne from the old 
home on the shoulders of the workmen 
or the estate to one of the inventor’s 
own carriages.

A.fleet of rum-carrying schooners, load- 
ed to the gunwales, has been sighted off 
Fire Island, twenty miles out to sea, by 
boats of the prohibition patrol, accord- 
ing to messages recdived yesterday by 
John D. Appleby, prohibition zone chief 
for New York and New Jersey. Two of 
the dry navy’s subchasers are standing 
by to prevent any attempt to land the 
eee ppb 

e vessels were discovered by the 
Hahn, the prohibition “ flagship,” in 
command of Captain G. W. Tawes, with 
Customs Inspector Thropp aboard. Three 
of them pulled up their anchors and 
Sy out to sea on the approach of 
he Hahn. Later, under, cover of dark- 
ness, the Hahn steamed alongside a 
fourth schooner and was able to observe, 
according to Captain Tawes’s report, 
piles of cases of liquor on her deck. 

Each of the boats was a three-master, 
of more than 100 tons, and the vessels’ 
combined cargoes, in the opinion of the 
prohibition officialy, make up the big- 
gest. single shipment of liquor that has 
figured in smuggling operations cff the 
Atlantic Coast. 

Mr. Appleby, who is in command of 
the prohibition fleet here, dispatghed the 
sub-chaser Hansen, in command of Cap- 
tain J. H. Dizer, to aid the Hahn in 
holding off the rum vessels and jn run- 
ning dgwn any smaller boats that might 
attempt to bring part of the liquor 
ashore. Each of the sub-chasers has an 
armed) crew and a one-pounder gun. 
Swift motor boats of the dry patrol have 
also been sent out to aid the sub-chaser. 


No Attempt te Board Boats. 


The crews of the prohibition boats were 
not sure of the colors which the schoon- 
ers were flying, but it was their impres- 
sion that the rum boats were of foreign 
registry. .As they were outside of the 
twelve mile customs limit no attempt 
was made to overtake and boar: them. 

Customs men boarded the Norwegian 
steamship Luksefjell at Pier 75, North 
‘River, yesterday and held the ship and 
its cargo of 1,000 cases of Johnny 
Walker whisky in restraint pending ad- 
vices from Washington on points in dis- 
pute over the re-export.

Says Whalen's Plan Would 
Menace City’s Ability to Re- 
capture Transit Lines. 


WOULD BUILD TWO TUNNELS 


Tubes at $10,000,000 Better Than 
Another Brooklyn Bridge at $40,- 
000,000, Controller Declares. 


Declaring that Brooklyn~ Bridge was 
in no danger of collapsing, Controller 
Charles L, Craig issued a statement yes- 
terday opposing the plan sponsored by 
Grover A. Whalen, Commissioner of 
Plant and Structures, for replacing the 
historic span with a new one. 

The Controller pointed out that it 
had been the fixed policy of the present 
City Administration to save all the 
money it could in order éventually to 
recapture the subway lines. In. Mr. 
Craig’s opinion, building a new bridge 
would, not only jeopardize this policy, 
but would handicap New. York in in- 
creasing its rapid transit facilities. 

Instead of a »sriage, the Controller 
suggested two tunnels under the East 
River, which, he says, eould be built 
for. $10,000,000, against. $40,000,000 for a 
bridge. These tunnels, he said, could 
take care of the rapid transit lines now 
using the bridges, thereby increasing 
the vehicular capacity of the latter 
structures 100 per cent. His statement 
said: 

‘There are many .reasons why the 
City of New York .should make haste 
slowly in regard to constructing new 
bridges over the East River. There 
seems to be no immediate occasion for 
alarm in regard to Brooklyn Bridge. 
The slipping of the cables that has been 
recently reported is in the direction in 
which bridge construction normally pro- 
vides that the cables should slip in ad- 
justing themselves to traffic, tempera- 


ture, &c. 

“The City of New York has made 
large investments to provide rapid 
transit transportation.. Under the con- 
tracts by which the city’s lines are 
operated by the Interborough and the 
B. R. T., the city has a right to recap- 
ture and take over the lines ten years 
from the date’ when operation was be- 
gun, or earlier, in case of the default 
of the operating company in rendering 
service and discharging other obligations 
required by its contracts.

HUNT PIE POISONER 
BY TRACING ARSENIC 


Detectives Visit Places Where 
the Drug Could Be Bought 
in Search for Clues. 


MAY HAVE BEEN OUTSIDER 


Theory Is Raised That Dough Was 
Doctored in Refrigerator, Acces- 
sible to Public.

Detectives visited drug store and farm 
supply houseftin New York .yesterday 
in an effort to trace the purchaser of 
the arsenic which killed six persons and 
caused acute illness to fifty or sixty 
others who ate on Monday at the Shel- 
burne restaurant in Broadway between 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth Streets. 

The thirty-two employes of the res- 
taurant were questioned by police de- 
tectives and members of the staff of 
District Attorney Bariton, but no ar- 
rests were made. -Mr. Banton said that 
the process of elimination was not com- 
plete;. that no motive which appeared 
to. be sufficient for such an act had 
been established, and that grounds for 
an arrest were absent. ; 

While Charles Abramson, the pastry 
cook, and his helper, Louis Freedman, 
were the only men employed in the 
baking kitchen where the poisoned 


dough was, mixed, any of the . thirty 
other employes and even a complete out- 
sider might have. sli in, according 
to District ‘Actor eee Banton, long-enough 
to piace arsenic in the dough.

As far as could 
be learned, the poisoner, if he was.a 
restaurant employe, did not take any 
nto his confidence.

Cropsey that Official Referee Clark has. 
been too ill to consider the case and that 
lother. official referees have- heen too 
| busy ‘or have been out of town. 

‘This is an unfortunate situation and 
‘one that should not be permitted to con- 
sendy said Justice Cropsey. ‘‘If we 
| are to have efficient referees some of 
them should be available for service at 
all times and should not be so engaged 
with other matters as to be unable to 
give prompt attention to matters re- 
ferred to them. It may be that these 
referees should be required to hold reg- 
ular and continued sessions.”

AS JOBBERS VIEW IT. 


In General, They Regard Prospects 
for Fall as Encouraging. 


The volume of. business done. by the 
jobbing trade of the country during the 
first half of 1922 did not show up so 
badly, in comparison with that done in 
the same period last year, as had been 
expected by many, according to the 
August market letter sent to members 
of the National Wholesale Dry Goods 
Association by Thomas A. Fernley, its 
Secretary and Treasurer. In many in- 
stances the declines in sales were slight 
and in a few cases increases were seen. 

‘‘Many houses have been ambitious to 
equal 1921 sales volume In dollars,’’ the 
letter asserts, ‘‘and have succeeded with- 
in 5 to 10 per cent. Because of lower 
prices, this means a greater volume of 
merchandise has been sold. Stocks of 
Spring and Summer merchandise are 





about the same as they were about a 


year ago, but members report having on 
hand a large amount of Fali and Winter 
goods because of the early deliveries of 
the manufacturers. 

‘““Many of the members consider the 
prospects for Fall business as extremely 
good on account of the small stocks in 
retailers’ hands and the advancing raw 
materials markets, giving the buyers 
confidence and _ stimulating trading. 
Many wholesalers report their purchases 
for Fall and Winter have been almost 
completed. 

“* Prospect in the cotton States for a 
larger crop than anticipated sixty days 
ago if one of the favorable factors and, 
while it may be causing a delay in the 
placing of Spring orders, if we are for- 
tunate in raising a large crop, it will be 
of benefit to the whole country, It is 
pointed out that the early wet weather, 
the good prices obtainable for cotton and 
the willingness of labor to work in an 
interested way are three factors which 
have, in the past, been conspicuous in 
years of big crops. 

‘“‘ Those who are inclined to look to a 
larger crop say that this would be a de- 
cided relief and a help to better busi- 
ness. They say that it would mean 
lower prices for finished cotton products, 
which are now on a basis of from 75 to

Exchange—Recovery in For- 
eign Exchange Rates. 
Yesterday's markets, which were again 


watched with interest and concern for 
their verdict as to the probable sequel 


.jof the railway labor deadlock and the 


Balfour note, again gave the reassur- 
ance which comes from evidence of 
financial composure. The stock market 
repeated its procedure of the day be- 
fore; declining irregularly for a time 
under pressure of sales by one group of 
professional speculators, then recover 
ing all the lost ground, and in most 
stocks more. The bond market was dis- 
tinctly strong; the French Republic 
bonds recovered half of their loss of 
the twe preceding days. Exchange rates 
on Continental Europe advanced med- 
erately; that reversal of the previous 
day’s movement affecting even the Ger- 
man mark’s price at London and New 
York and the Paris exchange rate on 
London. 

In so far as this attitude indicated 


the probable outcome of the labor situa~ 
tion, it again seemed to be a case of 
suspended judgment. With no further 
step taken by the railway unions and 
no further declaration of their policy, 
and with the conference of mine work- 
ers and operators still under call for 
next Monday at Cleveland, there was 
recognized to be ground for at least 
an even balance of opinion as to the 
next turn of events in either strike. Fi- 
nancial judgment of the day was plainly 
enough influenced by the assurances of 
railway men that, with their policy on 
seniority rights affirmed, they would 
get satisfactory control of thelr own 
situation. 

Whether the markets gave equal 
weight to the possibilities involved in a 
long-delayed settlement of the fuel em- 
bargo, with resultant decrease of manu- 
facturing activities, it is not so easy 
to say. The more hopeful expectations 
undoubtedly continued to rest chiefly on 
the fact that progressive shortening of 
the industrial supply of coal, which 
would necessarily mean progressively in- 
creased unemployment in the industries, 
would be quite as serious a condition 
for labor as for capital; in other words, 
it would mean a prospective state of

Awaiting Developments. 

It was a matter of general agreement 
in Wall Street, after the closing yes- 
terday, that the stock market af the 
last two days must be judged, not by 
the little occasional flurries inewhich a 
few speculative stocks were bid up or 
depressed, but by the very apparent fact 
that few stocks were for sale in any 
great quantity at the current levels.

Theories About the Stock Market. 


Opinion was somewhat divided yes- 
terday as to whether the rather re-

The reduction by Texas Company fol- 


lowed that of Atlantic Refining. 

When midcontinent and other grades 
of crude oil started downward in the 
middle of July predictions were made 
that prices of refined products would 
have to be reduced. Many companies 
in the West have reduced their prices. 
but until yesterday the Standard Oil 
of New Jersey continued to adhere to 
its old schedule. Thus far the Standard 
Oil Company of New York has made 
no public announcement of any change. 

The American Petroleum Institute is- 
sued a statement yesterday to explain 
the high prices of gasoline compared 
with the price of crude oil. The state- 
ment points out that there were stored 
in this country at the close of 1921 a 
total of 405,000,000 barrels of various 
kinds of oil, the greater part of whi 
was without a market. The statement 
follows: 

** Crude oil of the United States and 
Mexico is oe r= primarily to meet 
the demand for gasoline. In 1921 ‘it 
took a production of nearly four bar- 
rels of crude oil to produce one barrel 
of gasoline. 

** Data compiled by the American Pe- 
troleum Institute for 1921 shows that 
out of a total of 594,639,000 barrels of 
crude petroleum produced in the United 
States and imported from Mexico in 
| that’ year, 66,000,000 barrels went into 
fprere = Of the 528,639,000 barrels re- 
maining, the total production of gaso- 
line for the year was 123,000,000 
, barrels.’ 

The. balance remaining, in addition to 
storage stocks to be disposed of in the 
form of other petroleum products, 
amounts to 405,000,000 barrels, according 
to the statement. 

‘“‘ All of the crude oil produced and 
{mported was not suitable for refining,”’ 
says the statement. ‘ Of the oil which 
was refined, the following average yield 
was obtained from each 42-gallon bar- 
rel of crude:

“It is evident, therefore, that approxi- 
mately 75 per cent. of the crude actually 
required must be disposed of in the 
form of other products than gasoline. 
The demand for these products is such 
that it is not possible for the industry 
to distribute to them their proper share 
of the cost of refinery operations. When 
the market fails for any one of these 
products the others must to some extent 
| bear an extra load.”’ 


OPTIMISTIC AS TO TEXTILES 


New England Mills Returffing to 
Normal, Says Rupprecht. 


Frederick K. Rupprecht, President of 
the Consolidated Textile Corporation, 
has mailed to stockholders a special let- 
ter containing the financial statement 
as of July 1. This shows net current 
assets of $17,675,605 and net current lia- 
bilities of $8,401,565. 

In connection with the position of the 
company, he says, in part: 

‘On Jan. 22 we found it necessary in 
our New England plants to reduce 
‘wages 20 per cent. This reduction was 


not generally accepted by our employes, 
whitch necessitated the closing of many 
|of our mills for a long period, resulting 
jin a severe loss to your company. Oper- 
ations were gradually resumed during 
| May, with the result that at the present 
time our New England plants are run-

COTTON DISREGARDS 
POOR WEATHER NEWS 


Fresh Pressure, Despite the 
Drought in Texas, Causes 
Loss of 14 to 36 Points. 


Liquidation of cotton bought after the 
Government report cattsed another de- 
cline yesterday. October became the 
weakest position, breaking 60 points 
under heaviest pressure in some time, 
and reaching 21.20, a cent and three- 
quarters from extreme figures of the 
advance. Most opérators were taken 
by surprise, as virtually no rain has 
fallen to relieve drought conditions in 
Texas andyOklahoma. Southern selling 
continued a feature, coupled with an 
apathetic attitude on the part of trade 
interests. Speculatively held cotton was 
thrown on ‘the market when new low 
records occurred. European news re- 
mained an unsettling factor and prices 
lost 14 to 36 points on the day. 

Though comparative steadiness abroad 
caused a temporary rally early in the 
day, the downward movement soon got 
under wey and prices lost ground rap- 
idly. Selling proved even heavier than 
during the two preylous days. So many 


contracts poured into the ring in blocks 
of 2,000 to 5,000 bales at pig that 
support failed to meet the situation. 
Cotton came from Southern, local and 
commission house quarters, ‘selling of 
October being on a scale to send that 
month nearly 10 points below December 
at one time. This was in part due to 
the fact that a large portion of specu- 
lative buying recently has been centered 
in October and liquidation once started 
that position suffered more than late 
months.

CHINESE IN FACTORY | 
BRING U.. INQUIRY 


Department of Labor. Takes 
Testimony About Workmen 
in Long Island Industries. 


KINDRED ATTENDS HEARING 


Officials of One Plant Say About 30 
Are Employed at Same Pay 
RS Americans.

Acting under orders of Attorney Gén- 
eral Daugherty ‘and Commissioner of 
Immigration Husband, the United States 
Department of Labor yesterday started 
an investigation into the employment of 
Chinese labor in manufacturing plants 
in the Laurel Hill section of Long Island 
City. 

Joseph F. Frayne, representing the 
Department of Labor, took the testi- 
mony of about a dozen witnesses at ths 
office of Commissioner of Public Works 
Benjamin ‘Marvin in the Queens Borough 
Hall. Representative “John J. Kindred, 
who represents the Long Island City 
district, had made the complaints to 
the Federal authorities and was at the 
hearing, together with State Senator 
Peter J. McGarry, and John Sheridan, 
Secretary of the Blissville Taxpayers’ 
Association. The Mothers’ Club of Pub- 
lic School No. 76 also was represented. 
Mr, Frayne later left to, investigate the 
factories. He said he would not have 
ény comment to make until he had re- 
ported to Washington. 

“We have secured sufficient evi- 
dence,”” said Representative Kindred, 
““to support the claim that Chinese la- 
bor is being employed in factories in 
the Laurel Hill section, but we have 
no legal proof as yet that the law is 
being, violated. The charges include a 
violation of the exclusion laws, as well 


as those relating to contract labor. 
Ogly an investigation of conditions at 
the factories will disclose if these 
charges have foundation in fact.” 

Inguiry at the factories brought out 
the @€act that Chinese are being em- 
ployed at the Nichols Copper Company 
Representatives of other plants 
denied that any such labor was being 
employed. At the Nichols plant it was 
said that about thirty Chinese were in- 
cluded in a force of 1,200. The Chinese 
are employed as firemen and. coal 
passers M™ the boiler rooms, and work 
only while their ships are in port. Of- 
ficials said that the Chinese received 
the same pay as American workmen 
and are all ‘legally in this country.”’ 
They said that inability to get Amer- 
ican workmen to take the jobs had 
made it necessary to accept whatever 
help was available. 


JAIL PLEA FUTILE 
AS ABSENCE EXCUSE 


Jersey School Board Member Who 
Missed Meetings While Locked 
Up Loses His Job. 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 3.—Confine- 
ment in jail is not a ‘‘ good cause ’’ for 
a member of a School Board to absent | 
himself from meetings of the board, As- 
sistant State Education Commissioner 
Strahan ruled today in dismissing the 
appeal of Edward Pulis, member of the 
Board of Education in Jefferson Town- 
ship, Morris County, for reinstatément 
after his dismissal from the body by his 
fellow-members because of failure to at- 
tend three consécutive meetings. 

Pulis contended that the meetings he 
missed in January and February were 
not regular, but special meetings, and 
that the fact he was in jail was ‘‘ good 
cause "’ for his absence. 

“It is a well-known legal -maxim,”’ 
Strahan said, ‘‘ that no man may take 
advantage of his own wrong and that no 
man may set up his own iniquity as a 
defense. It is the opinion of the Com- 
missioner of Education that to allow a 
confinement in jail to be considered a 
good cause for absence from a Board of 
Liducation meeting would be to allow a 
to take advantage of his wrong 


to.”’ 

It was decided, therefore, that the 
meetings in question were regular meet- 
ings and that Pulis’s dismissal was 
proper under the School law which pro- 
vides that a member of a Board of Edu- 
cation who fails to attend three consecu- 
tive regular meetings of the board with- 
out good cause may be removed. 

The nature of the offense for which 
Pulis served two months in the Morris 
County Jail was not made known.
